WORLD-WIDE INTEREST. 


It is amazing what a world-wide 
interest there is in the sporting 
chance and mammoth sweepstakes 
in particular. 

Every week the editor of the’ 
Sporting Times London, says a 
writer in that paper, finds his post- 
bag full of letters from men and 
women—from the Orkneys to far 
Mesopotamia—clamouring for in- 
‘formation about the Calcutta and 
the newer Irish sweepstakes, It is 
impossible to give 
{| satisfactory answers in-every case, | 

What is happening to. ». the| 
Calcutta Sweep? 

Every fresh cable -from India 
seems to relate a different story. 
It is, of course, well-known that 
there were abuses last year.- Even. 
advertising firms secured blocks, 
of tickets and began to encourage 
extra trade by giving them away 
in -prizes. A’ police-court sum- 
mons ...for_infringing_.the many- 
sided Lottery Acts promptly 
followed, and the idea was soon 
quelched.. The Calcutta Turf Club 
acted at once, too, by cancelling 
the whole block of tickets, which 
were being used for the purpose. 
Profitcering over here (England) 
became rampant, too, but it should 
not be lost sight of that, to secure 
any substantial number of. tickets 
to oblige-a host of fiends—many 
of whom incidentally forget to pay 
when they draw a blank !—if has 
been necessary to resoft. ‘to 
middlemen, 

A Calcutta ticket, often passed 
through a dozen hands after it was 
nominally issued to.a member of 
the club, The Calcutta Turf Club 
is not merely ‘a social circle,’ it is 
the governing body of racing there; 
and functions like our Jockey Club 
does, The sweepstake was origins. 
ally merely a‘club, affair, and it is 
supposed still to be the same; but 
it grew and grew until, candidly, 
itis a bit of a Frankenstein now to 
the officials, . A club can, of course, 
keen within the law in: these mat- 
ters, but it is nearer the truth ‘to 
state that’ Calcutta Sweep is: itiore

out that—over there—repressive 
‘action ‘might ba iftiated - by ‘the

The 
autitority.quoted putsthe whys and 
wherefores in’ a nutshell when he 
explains that: 

“The reason ts that it-is purely 3 
clib sweep, against the. operation 
of which existing Indian legislation 
fas no power, The Turf-Ciib 
recognises no holder of 4 ticket 
other than the membgr or stand 
‘member of the clubr-the purchaser 
of the ticket whose name’. appears 
thereon. 

“There is nothing to prevent the 
member from drawing thé money 
ona winning ticket and sticking to 
it—nothing but expulsion from 
membership of the Royal Calcutta 
Turf Club and his..other clubs, 
complete social ostracism-and the 
torture of a guilty conscience. No 
‘such contretemps has yt 
nor is it likely’ to.” 

‘All the same, we. know of cases 
where the member has demanded 
more than his full pound, of flesh 
before parting with the prizes 
money, and. there are several 

“middlemen” who expect abit be- 
fore you- touch lucky. Nobody 
grudges this, however. : 

PRIVATE ENTERPRISE." 

Whereas; in 1903, the first prize }. 
(so per cent. of the money). only 
amounted to £20,000, it was ‘nearly 
six times thatsum over last year’s 
Derby!
